the administration Sunday that an expected presiden- 
tial veto of the freeze on farm price supports would de- 
liver a “crushing blow” to the farmer. 


The farm bill, a congressional 
move to bar Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Benson from making further | 
cuts in price supports and acre- 
age allotments, is now before’ 
President Eisenhower for signa- | 


ture. 

The expectation at the Capitol 
is that he will veto it as a gesture 
of support for Benson's contro 
versial farm policies. Johnson, the 
Senate Democratic leader, moved 
today to cast the issue in the 
strongest economic terms in the 
light of the current recession. 


EVEN LOWER 


A veto, he said, “would be a di 
rect and unmistakable announce 
ment that the administration in 
tends to force farm prices even 
lower than they are now.’ It 
would be “a crushing blow to agri- 
culture,"” he said. 

Behind Johnson's words was a 
reminder of the political hazard in 
a veto for Republicans, who are 
already in trouble with Midwest 
ern farm voters. 

Under this administration, he 
said, farm prices had dropped 16 
per cent and farm income had 
fallen 20 per cent. In the same 
period, corporate profits had risen 
14 per cent, average weekly in- 
dustrial wages 21 per cent and the 
gross national product—the total 
value of all goods and services— 
26 per cent. 


HARD TO BELIEVE 


“It has cost this government a 
lot of money to force down farm 
orices,”’ he said, noting that the 
Department of Agriculture's 
budget expenditures had nearly 
doubled in four years. 

“It was hard to believe that the 
President could veto a bill which 
does nothing basically except say

GEA Prescriptions 


The constructive nature of the recent 
Georgia Education Assn. convention here 
was reflected in resolutions adopted at the 
closing business session. 

In one of the most important actions 
taken, the GEA cited lack of a uniform 
property evaluation system for Georgia 
counties. As the resolution pointed out, 
this has led to penalties for children in 
counties where property valuations are 
below the average and penalties for tax- 
payers in counties with valuations above 
the average. These inequities in school 
financing demand immediate correction. 

Another resolution urged passage of 

whatever new state laws are necessary to 
professionalize the office of county school 
superintendent. ‘This, too, would be a 
progressive step. High professional quali- 
fications and ability to administer a 
school system, rather than the ability to 
collect votes, should be the criteria for 
choosing all county school superintend- 
ents. The office should be divorced from 
yolitics. 
The GEA again endorsed federal aid 
to education, with retention of local con- 
trol. Georgia counties have received fed- 
eral aid for education in one form or an- 
other for many years and still maintained 
local jurisdiction over school systems. 
Yet extremists shy away from attempts 
to channel federal money into any phases 
of education other than those already 
benefiting from it. The cause of education 
suffers as a result. 

Among other worthwhile recom- 
mendations was one urging that efforts 
be exerted to control athletics, fund drives, 
contests and similar activities in schools. 
One of the faults of education has been 


over-emphasis on such extracurricular 
activities. Let the teachers teach and the 
students learn instead of being called upon 


so much time on various outside 
campaigns 

The GEA has made some sound pro- 
posals. If the state will carry them out 
many of the ills plaguing education would 
be cured

gains for the Communist bloc. This cold 
war could result in the Soviet Union at- 
taining its objective of world domination 
without firing a shot and progressive im- 
poverishment of the American people un- 
less we meet the economic as well as the 
military challenge.

The fortunate part 
was the shocks which occurred 
at unpredictable intervals for a 
year or two afterwards caused 
no damage except to the nerves 
of the people, as Mrs. Hills men- 
tioned.”

So far as Soviet education is 
concerned, the lesson we have 
learned is Russia is now the peer 
of the free Western world in sci- 
ence and engineering. It is no 
longer a backward nation. It is 
one of the world’s leaders. 

The light which Sputnik I. cast 
on our educational system re- 
vealed dangerous practices and 
tendencies. It revealed that for 
too great a percentage of our 
young people education has ‘‘gone 
soft.”” They are being trained in 
social graces and “social adjust- 
ment.”

Was There a Way 
To Bypass Cross?

cation cannot be decreed by law. 
Educa ion to this end can be 
stimulated by offering boys and 
girls valuable cullege and univer- 
sity scholarships for real scholar- 
ship on their part as revealed 
by competitive examinat.ons. To 
accomplish this Sens. Bricker, 
Cooper and Cottun have joined 
me in offering §.3157, a bill to 
establish 1,000 four-year scholar- 
ships for four successive years, 
to finance attendance at certified 
schools of higher education. 

The maximum §s scholarships 
would be $2,509 a year for four 
years, enough to give the poorest 
boy or girl an education. The 
lowest, to those having ample 
Means, would be an honorarium 
of $500 the first year in recog- 
nition of having won a national 
scholarship. 


Under the terms of the bill, 
there would be allotted many 
millions of dollars beyond what 
is needed for the 1,000 successful 
contestants. This sum would be 
distributed to the states for schol- 
arships, not on a population ba- 
sis, but in proportion to the win- 
ners of scholarship contests from 
each state.

Cobra, like most gang names, 
was chosen to inspire terror or 
respect. Typical gang names in- 
clude: Centurians, Dragons, Jag- | 
uars, Golden Wings, Demons, 
Comaches, Scorpions, Villains, 
Stonekillers, Crusaders, Templars, |

Georgia Tech's football team will spend more time on the 
old fundamentals than the new rules when spring practice opens 
Monday at Rose Bowl Fieid. 

The new one-arm blocking law will get considerable attention 
at the Flats, says Head Coach Bobby Dodd, but only limited time 
will be spent on the extra-point change. 

Feeling the kick for one point and run or pass for two PAT 
rule isn’t as complicated as some are taking it, Dodd said, ‘‘It 
basically just boils down to a fourth down and three yards to go 
for a touchdown situation.”

And, one of the biggest 
reasons, Tech didn’t get the clutch plays provided so often by the 
George Volkerts and Paul Rotenberrys of recent years. 

Tech posted four shutouts last season, and held Auburn to a 
field goal.

Q. 1—Partner opens with spade. 
As South you hold: 
AX76ERVKQ64 OKRIE3 42 

What is your response? 

A.—This type of holding is awk- 
ward to manage, for there is no 
completely satisfactory response and 
the lesser of evils must be chosen. 
The hand is not strong enough to 
justify the naming of a new suit at 
the level of two. It is within the 
iimits of a no trump response, but 
the worthless doubleton tends to 
teer me away from that bid. I 
think it may be stated as a rule that 
where the responding hand contains 
a worthless doubleton, a raise of 
partner’s suit should be made with 
a little less than normal trump sup- 
port in preference to making a no| 
trump resnonse. We therefore vote 
tor two spades.

Dangers of X-Rays 
Often Exaggerated 


A current bugaboo is the danger 
from X rays and other forms of 
radiation. Much has been said 
and written on the subject but 
we must use good judgment in 
coming to conclusions. More peo- 
ple have been helped than 
harmed through the use of Roent- 
gen’s discovery and we now have 
a better understanding of how 
much radiation a person can tol- 
erate safely at any given age. 

What happens to a person who 
receives too much X ray? Over- 
exposure burns the skin but this

complication is rare and occurs 
only in X-ray treatment (not in 
diagnosis) or should an atomic 
bomb explode nearby. 

X-ray specialists are said to 
have a lower life expectancy than 
other physicians. But the statis- 
tics on which this observation 
was based included pioneers in 
radiology who neglected to pro- 
tect themselves. Physicians in 
this field are in daily contact with 
X rays. Lukemia is said to be 
more common in this group and 
some develop skin cancers (which 
are curable). This situation does 
not apply to patients. 

On the other hand, the incidence 
of thyroid cancer is said to be 
higher in children who earlier re- 
ceived several X-ray treatments 
for enlarged thymus gland and 
certain chest diseases. Such treat- 
ments no longer are recom- 
mended in these conditions. 

In addition, our genetics are 
concerned that too much X ray 
over the pelvic area may change 
the genes and cause mutations in 
the offspring. But the rays must 
strike the pelvis to have this 
effect. To my knowledge, definite 
proof of mutations is lacking, but 
since many physicians are con- 
vinced that the possibility exists, 
X-ray studies should be kept to 
a minimum during the childbear- 
ing period. 

How much radiation can a man 
or woman acquire safely in a 
lifetime? This includes exposure 
to X rays resulting from neces- 
sary medical and dental pro- 
cedures as well as from man- 
made sources (atomic bombs) 
and background radiation (rocks, 
earth). The total equals five 
times the number of years be- 
yond 18. A man of 27, for ex- 
ample, should have received no 
more than 5 times 9 (27 minus 
18) or 45 rems.,
